Then came up the question of pun­ 
ishment and indemnity, for. of course, 
the nations could not be expected to 
stand the expense of

and suffer the wrongs of their citizens 
to go unrighted.

pean nations were for slicing up China 
and dividing the slices, but Uncle Sam

AN UNDERGROUND GARDEN. 


I n d i a n a M a n P r o p M M t o M a k e C o a l 
M i n e P r o d u c e V e g e t a b l e * . 
Col. Frank B. Posey, who during last 
winter experimented with an underground 
garden in an abandoned coal mine near 
Boonville, Ind., says that before another 
winter’s .winds blow he will have his gar­ 
den x,roducing radishes, 
onions, tulips, 
habiseus and numerous other vegetables 
and flowers. 
lie declares that he has already dem­ 
onstrated that his underground garden is 
a success and riot merely a dream. This 
fall he will begin developing his plan on 
a large scale and proposes to have gar­ 
den “truck” for his own table and the 
tables of his neighbors and friends, all 
to be taken from the mine garden. * 
The plan of this garden presented it­ 
self to Col. Posey two years ago when 
he, together with Attorney W. Z. Ben­ 
nett of Boonville, bought up several hun­ 
dred acres of hilly and broken land near 
the little town of l'ankeetown. 
It is on 
this land that the mine is located. 
He 
believed that plant life would thrive un­ 
der artificial light, and said so. 
Then 
he proceeded to prove his theory and did 
it by producing tulips and carnations, 
which flourished and bloomed in the gar­ 
den he laid out in the old mine. 
In one of the old rooms of this aban­ 
doned mine Col. Posey arranged a bed 
for the plants. The plants needed light, 
so he arranged a small acetylene gas lamp 
so its rays would fall evenly over the 
bed. 
Within a short time flowers were 
growing rapidly, and in less than half 
the time usually required for such vegeta­ 
tion to bloom. Col. Posey’s “dream” was 
realized, and he was giving away flowers 
to his friends in midwinter. 
An acetylene gas plant large enough 
to supply light for an ordinary dwelling 
will be insialled in the mine and the 
lights so arranged that they will distrib­ 
ute their rays equally over the ground in 
which the plants are growing. Mr. Posey 
says that he will raise radishes, onions, 
lettuce and other vegetables and various 
kinds of flowers during the next winter.

Another step in the progress of the 
Pennsylvania railroad’s New York tunnel 
extension was taken recently when plans 
for the East river bridge of the New 
York connecting railroad were submitted 
to the municipal art commission for its 
approval. This bridge will form part of 
a steel viaduct more than three miles 
long, connecting the New York, New Ha­ 
ven and Hartford railroad system in the 
Bronx with the Long Island and the 
Pennsylvania. It will be the longest and 
heaviest steel bridge in the world. Eighty 
thousand tons of steel will be used in 
its construction. 
It will carry four rail­ 
road tracks imbedded in stone ballast so 
as to render the structure noiseless. 
Plans for the bridge over the waters of 
the Hell gate show a steel arch span of 
1,000 feet between abutments. 
These 
abutments are stone towers dividing the 
arch bridge proper from thé steel viaducts 
that form approaches to it. 
The towers 
will rise to a height of 200 feet and will 
contain rooms needed for railroad opera­ 
tion. The tracks themselves will be 140 
feet above the water.

Judge Loving shot and killed 
young Estes on the afternoon of April 
22. following a buggy ride Estes had 
taken with the judge’s daughter. Miss 
Ellzalieth Loving, who told her Cither 
that her escort had drugged her. 
Judge Barksdale thanked the jurors 
for their attendance uj>on court at 
great sacrifices. 
He declared he be­ 
lieved the verdict was in accordance 
with the conscientious views of the 
jurymen. 
Foreman MeCraw, a mer­ 
chant and farmer, said that on the first 
ballot every juryman favored the ac­ 
quittal of the defendant. 
When asked 
what the basis of the verdict was he 
said “insanity,” and that he and other 
members of the jury believed that 
Judge Loving was out of his mind at 
tl» e time he killed young Estes. 
The 
stress, he said, had been brought on 
by the storv told him by his daughter.

Union of Carriage and Wagon Workers 
of America will shortly be established in 
Washington, I). C. 
The Ilorseshoers’ Union of Boston has 
won its increased scale for the current 
year and all the men have returned to 
work. 
An immigration bill now pending in the 
British Columbia Legislature imposes an 
educational qualification, which it is be­ 
lieved will result in barring Chinese, Japs 
and Hindoos. 
In Boston many of the labor unions 
make their meetings interesting and in­ 
structive by having men well versed on 
trades and mechanics deliver short ad­ 
dresses or lectures bearing on the prac­ 
tical in the particular trade of the union 
addressed. 
More than 90 per cent of the stereo­ 
types and electrotypers of the United 
States and Canada are within the ranks 
of the union, while in many of the larger 
cities it is not an uncommon thing to find 
every workman at the business a member 
of the union. 
An important step toward conciliation 
has been taken on the northeast coast of 
England by the decision recently to es­

Wages of the coal miners of England 
ajad Wales are to be increased 5 per cent. 
This applies to all underground labor and 
to the wages of surface labor engaged on 
the pitbanks and screens in manipulating 
the coal. 
A strong branch of the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor has been established in 
Mexico. 
The organization takes in all 
classes of labor. So far the membership 
is confined to Americans who work in 
Mexico. 
The organization has 
nearly 
00,000 new members in the southern re­ 
public and the promise is held forth that 
the membership will soon be doubled. 
A new union of blacksmiths has been 
organized at Hudson. Wis., and organizers 
are at work among other trades there 
with a view to forming several other or­ 
ganizations. 
Nome (Alaska) miners who walked out 
demanding $4 a day and recognition of 
their union, have compromised, the op­ 
erators acceding to the wage demands, 
but refusing to recognize the union. 
A meeting 
of 
industrial insurance 
agents in Boston resulted in the organ­ 
ization of a union. Reduction in the pay 
of agents in this line of insurance is given 
as the reason for the formation of 
a 
union.

Iffie representative of eig hteen Missouri 
railroads has asked the United Stales 
D istrict Court of Kansas City to restrain 
the State from enforcing the 2-cent pas­ 
seng er rate law. and also from enforcing 
the live stock rates enacted by the last 
lieg islature 
The new passeng er law was 
to g o into effect Friday. 
Unresisted by Harriraan, the Rock Isl­ 
and Company has declared its purpose 
of running the Alton system hereafter 
without the help of the Union Pacific, 
the joint control to be cancelled after a 
trial periml of two years. 
This action 
is understood to be due in some measure 
to the investig ations of the Interstate 
Commerce Coramission. 
By sustaining the constitutionality of 
the Duffield act tax ing second-class rail­ 
road proiH^rty at the local tax rate, the 
New Jersey Court of Errors and Appeals 
saves millions of dollars 
to the State, 
which must come from the coffers of the 
railroads. 
The same princiide is involved 
in the Perkins law

Stiiyvesant Fish, former preshlent of 
the lliinois Central, who had been adver­ 
tised to address the Economic Club of 
New York on the subj<x ‘t, ” D the Over- 
capitalization of Railroads an 
Evil?” 
recently, surprised

hearers by an­ 
nouncing that he could not speak on the 
subject because he did not lielieve the 
railroads were overcapitalized. 
Henry 
Clews proposed that all interstate rail­ 
roads employ a man whose sole 
duty 
should be to report crooked transactions 
to the interstate commerce commission 
nnd to the ex ecutive committee of the 
road. 
It was the first meeting of the new 
club composed of prominent business and 
professional men. similar to one in Paris 
and another in Boston, the purpose being 
to discuss public interests seriously. 


The Chicag o. Rock Island and Pacific 
railroad pleaded g uilty to two of the 
tweh'e counts of the indictment broug ht 
by the federal g rand jury at New York, 
cLarg ing rebates in favor of the sug ar 
trust. 
District Attorney 
Stlmson said 
that the g overnment wouhl be lenient 
toward those roads which, by pleading 
g uilty, showed that they intended to obey 
the law In future. 
The court imposed a 
fine of $l.tMl9 each for the two counts. 
President Hill of the Great Northern is 
fig hting the imlictment on similar charg es 
ag ainst his roiid, having filed a demurrer 
alleg ing that the commerce act under

unconstitutional

cause the same restrictions are not laid 
ag ainst companies transporting wholly by 
w ater; also in so far as it aims to pun­ 
ish criminally the defendant for acts done 
by its ag ents. 
Jam es J. Hill, president of the Great 
Northern, upon arriving at New York 
the other day, g ave to the press an in­ 
terview, in which he said that eventually 
he believed that the g overnment would l>e 
forced to lend its credit to the railroads 
in order to finance their necessities, based 


U fion the demands of the public for better 
conditions of the service, ami that this 
would eventually lead

Ten bombs were hurled 
in Erivan 
sq uare, in Tiflis, Trans-Caucasia, ex plod­ 
ing with terrific force. 
Many persons 
were killed and injured and the houses 
over a larg e area in the neig hborhood 
were shattered, 
Tlie bomb horror is but 
another evidence of the g rowth of the 
Russian revolution. 
Tiflis is in the ex ­ 
treme southern iiortion of the Russian 
empire, not a g reat distance from Baku, 
on the Caspian Sea. the scene of the oil 
riots, when many were killed, a few years 
ag o. 
There had been no sig ns of an outbreak 
and the police nnd troops were taken 
wholly by surprise. 
It was undoubtedly 
the work of the terrorists, whose plots 
and intentions w'cre uiilooked for. 
Shortly after daybreak a crowd col­ 
lected in Grivan Sipiare, apparently with­ 
out cause. 
When commanded by the sol­ 
diers to disperse there was no response 
ex cept the sudden reports of the ex ploding 
bombs. The noise w®as deafening . It was 
more than an hour before the terrified 
troops could he induced to return to the 
sq uare to beg in the work of removing the 
injured. 
The ex act number of dead will 
probably never be known, as many per­ 
sons were blown to such frag ments they 
can never he identified.

of what was preparing against it, and 
orinced complete security, still the Presi­ 
dent bad made certain arrangements for 
the monow’s ceremonies which did not 
fail greatly to trouble the men interested 
In k nowing everything, and to whom the 
« pparently most futile thing naturally 
created umbrage. 
The general, with the curiosity that 
distinguished him, w*as anxious to k now 
exactly the extent of the danger he had 
to meet, and proceeded to the palace, 
merely accompanied by his two aides-de- 
camp. 
He was too calm to let his feel­ 
ings be seen. 
He pretended to be delight­ 
ed, remained for some time with the 
President, who appeared to treat him 
with a friendly familiarity, complained 
of the rarity of bis visits, and his ob-

Still the general remark ed that all the 
courts were stuffed with soldiers, who 
were bivouack ing In the open a ir ; that 
•ereral guns had been placed, accident- 
oily, perhaps, so as to sweep complet€ ^ 
ly the chief entrance gate, and, more seri­ 
ous still, that the troops quartered in 
the palace were commanded by officers 
who were strangers to him, and who had, 
moreover, the reputation of being devoted 
to the President of the Repubic. 
After this daring visit, the general 
« nonnted his horse, and under the pre­ 
text of going for a walk , went all over 
the city. 
Everywhere the preparations 
for the coming festival were being car­ 
ried on with the gr<» atest activity. 
Nu­ 
merous wooden ereefions, raised for the 
occasion, filled the space usually devote« ! 
to tauromachy, and formed an immense 
Ixall of verdure, with pleasant clumps of 
trees, mysteriou.« walk s and charming re­ 
treats, prepared with the grmtest care, 
where everybody would go on the morrow 
to eat the atrocious productions of the 
Mexican art of cook ery-. 
Exactly in the center of the square a 
Necatitlan tree about 
twenty 
feet in 
height was planted, with its branches 
and leav*^ entirely covered with colored 
pock et handk erchief.« that floated in the 
hre^w« » . 
This tree was the Monte Par­ 
tas» *, intended to serve as a may pole for 
the leperos at the moment when the bull 
fights begin, and a trial bull, emballado— 
that is to say. with its horns terminating 
in balls, is let in*o the ring. 
All the pulquerías near the square were 
filled with a hideous, ragged mob, vrho 
howled, sang, shouted and whistled their 
loudest. 
In all the streets the procession would 
pass through the houses were decorated; 
Mexican flags were hoisted in profusion 
At every spot where they could be dis­ 
played ; and yet, by the side of all these 
holiday pjpparations, there was. we re­ 
peat, something gloomy and menacing 
that struck a chill to the heart. Through 
all the gates fresh troops continually en­ 
tered the city, and occupied admirably 
chosen strategic points. 
When a serious event Is preparing, 
there are in the atmosphere certain signs 
which never deceive the fosterers of rev­ 
olutions; a vague and api» arently cause­ 
less anxiety seizes on the masses, and un­ 
consciously converts their joy into a spe­ 
cies of feverish excitement, at which they 
are themselves startle« !, as they k now not 
to what to attribute this change in their 
humor. 
Hence the population of Mexico, mad, 
merry and joyous, as usual when a fes­ 
tival is preparing, in the eyes of short- 
slghte« ! wrsens, were in reality sternly 
sad and sitiffering from great anxiety. The 
general did not fail to observe these prog­ 
nostics: gloomy presentiments occupied 
his mind, for he understood that a ter­ 
rible tempest was hidden beneath this fic­ 
titious calmness, 
Valentine's gloomy pre­ 
dictions recurred to him. 
He trembled 
to see the hunter’s menaces realized; and, 
though unable to discover when the dan­ 
ger would come, he foresaw that a great 
peril was banging over his head; and that 
his ambitious projects would soon, per­ 
haps. be drowned in floods of blood.

The genorai returned to his house at 
About 6 in the evening, despairing, and 
Already seeing his plans annihilated. The 
report of his capataz added to his dis­ 
couragement, for it was the drop of 
wonawoad which mak e« the brimful cup 
over.

' S-unrlsc surprised the general giving 
his final orders. Worn oat by the fatigne 
a long watch, with pallid brow, and 
^ e s inflamed by fever, he tried to tak e 
t Uw momenU ú Í restorative rest, which 


he so greatly needed ; but bis efforts were 
fruitless, for he was suffering from an 
excitement too intense, at the decisive 
hour, for sleep to come and close hia 
eyes. 
Already the bells of the churches were 
pealing out. and filling the air with their 
joyoos notes. 
In all the streets, and in 
all the squares, boys and leperos were 
letting off crack ers, and uttering deafen­ 
ing cries, which more resembled bursts 
of fury than demonstrations of joy. The 
people, dressed in their holiday clothes, 
were leaving their hous^ iu masses, and 
spreading lik e a torrent over the city. 
The review was arranged for seven 
o’clock a. m„ so that the troops might 
be spared the great heat of the day. 
They were massed on the Pase de Buca- 
relli and the road connwting that prome­ 
nade with the Alameda. 
We have already stated that the Mexi­ 
can army, 20,000 strong, has 2,400 Aifi- 
cers. 
Hence, in the enormous crowd as­ 
sembled to witness the review uniforma 
were in a majority, for all the officers liv­ 
ing on half pay in Mexico, for acxne rea­ 
son or another, considered 
themselves 
bound to attend the review as amateurs. 
At a quarter to 8 o’clock the drams 
beat, the troops presented arms, a deaf­ 
ening liiout was raised by the crowd, and 
the President of the Republic arrived, 
followed by a large staff, glistening with 
gold and lace, and with a cloud of feath­ 
ers waving in their cock ed hats. 
General Guerrero had joined the Presi­ 
dent’s staff in his full dress uniform, as 
Colonel Lupo and other conspirators had 
also done ; the rest, dispersed among the 
crowd. 
In the meanwhile the review went on 
without any hitch. 
It is true that the 
President restricted himself 
to 
riding 
along the front, and then ordering the 
troops to march past, for he did not 
dare, owing to the notorious ignorance of 
the officers and .« oldiers, risk the execu­ 
tion of any mameuvers, for it would not 
have been understood, and would have 
brok en the charm under which the spec­ 
tators were fascinated. 
Then the Presi­ 
dent, stili followed by his staff, proceed­ 
ed to the cathedral. 
We will not say 
anything about the official reception, etc., 
which occupied all the morning. 
The hour for the bull fight arrived. 
Since the review no one troubled him­ 
self about the troops, who seemed to 
have suddenly disappeared—not a soldier 
was visible in the streets ; but the people 
did not think of them, for they were let­ 
ting off firework s, laughing and shouting, 
which was quite sufficient to amuse them. 
It was only noticed that these soldiers, 
though invisible about the city, had ai>- 
parently passed the word to each other 
to be presi'nt at the bull fight. 
Nearly 
the whole of the palcos de sol in the cir­ 
cus, that Is to say. the part.« exposed to 
the sun, were thronged with, soldiers, 
grouped pell-mell with the leper« » , and 
offering the most pleasant contrast with 
these ragged scamps, who were yelling 
and whistling. 
' 
The President arrived, and the circus 
was in a second invaded by the mob, 
Since an early hour the jamaica had be­ 
gun. that is to say, the framework of 
verdure raised in the center of the arena, 
forming refreshm« » nt room.s, had since 
daybreak been filled with countless num­ 
bers « of leperos. who ate with cries of 
ferocious delight. 
Suddenly, at a given signal, the gate 
of the torri! was opened and a bull 
rushed into the arena. 
Then began an 
extraordinarily indescribable scene, resem­ 
bling one of those diabolical meetings so 
admirably designed by Cal lot. 
The leperos, surprised by the arrival 
of the bull, darted, shouting, pushing 
and upsetting each other, over the frame­ 
work , which they threw down and tram ­ 
pled under foot in their terror, while 
seek ing to escape the pureuit of the em- 
bollado, who, also excited by the turmoil, 
hunted th« *m vigorously. 
In a second the 
arena was deserted, 
the 
refreshment 
rooms swept clean, and the performers in 
the jamaica sought any shelter they could 
find on the edge of the palcos or upon 
the columns, from which they hung in 
hideous, yelling aud grimacing clusters. 
The bull, after amusing himself for 
seme minutes in to.s.sing about the re­ 
mains of the framework , stopped and 
look ed cunningly around, and soon no­ 
ticed the tree, the only obstacle left to 
remove in order to completely empty the 
arena. 
He remained motionless for an instant, 
as if hesitating ere he formed a resolu­ 
tion. then bowed his head, made the sand 
fly with his fore feet, lashed his tail 
violently, and rushing at the tree, dealt 
it’ repeated powerful blows. 
The leperos uttered a cry of despair. 
The tree, which was overladen, and In- 
ce.s.santly .sapped at its base by the bull, 
swayed, and at last fell sideways, carry­ 
ing down in its fall the leperos clinging 
to its branches. 
The audience clapped 
their bands and brok e 
into 
frenzied 
bravos, which changed into perfect yells 
of delight when a poor fellow who was 
limping away was suddenly raught op by 
the bull and tossed ten feet high in the 
air.

As if by magic the bull was driven back 
to the torril, the soldier» scattered about 
the circus leaped into the ring, and be­ 
coming actors instead of apectator» , drew 
up in good order and leveled their musk ets 
at the occupants of the galleries and 
boxes, who remefned motionlef^ with ter­ 
ror, for they did not understand what 
was going on. 
A door op« ned and twenty bandsmen, 
followed by ^Ight officers and eítcorted by 
a dozen sold ”« , entered the ring and be­ 
gan bitting 
!ie drum.« . 
It was a gov­ 
ernmental bando. So soon as silence was 
restored martial law w’as proclaimed and 
sentence of outlawry passed oa General 
Don Sebastian Guerrero and Ws adher­ 
ents, who had just raised the standard of 
revolt and pronounced against the estab­ 
lished government. 
Mexico was once again the prey of one 
of those scenes of murder and carnage 
which, since the proclamation of indepen­ 
dence, has too often stained her street» 
and squares with blood. 
The President was on horseback in the 
center of the arena, sending off orders, 
listening to m ei^ges or detaching re-en* 
forcement» wherever they were wanted- 
The circos was converted into the head­ 
quarter» of the army of order, and thé 
spectator» , although allowed 
to depart 
after some arrests had 
been 
effected 
among them, remained trembling 
In their 
seats, preferring not to venture into the 
streets, which bad been converted 
into 
real battlefields.

PIG RATIONS ANT) RESULTS. 
The Ston*3 
Ag ricuXura l Ex periment 
Sutio n, of Co nnecticut g iv es in bulle­ 
tin 43 the fo llo wini; co nclusio ns o n pig 
feeding ra tio ns: 
The pig among farm animals is not­ 
ed for his great capacity for assimila­ 
tion. But with the animal the econo- 
'my of gain is greatly affected by the 
character of the ration. 
One lot of three pigs required 2,739 
pounds of sk im milk containing 230 
digestible nutrients for 100 pounds of 
gain. Eight lots, of 28 pigs required 
1,086 pounds of sk im milk and 253 of 
, shorts, containing 258 pounds of di­ 
gestible nutrients, for 100 pounds of 
gain. 
And one lot of three pigs re­ 
quired 445 pounds of shorts containing 
294 pounds of digestible nutrients for 
100 pounds of gain. 
Milk is an easily digested food. 
When fed alone in the above trials, 
100 pounds of gain were made from 
the least amount (230 pounds) of di­ 
gestible nutrients. When shorts were 
substituted for a .portion of sk im milk , 
more nutrients (258 pounds) were re­ 
quired for 100 pounds gain in weight. 
W'hen shorts were fed alone the most 
nutrients (294 pounds) were required 
for the same gain. 
The reader should bear in mind that 
the financial problem is not here con­ 
sidered. It is admitted that while sk im 
milk is easily digested, it Is too bulk y 
In character. The capacity of the pig 
to digest and assimilate Is greater 
than its capacity to consume this wat­ 
ery fluid. At ordinary mark et prices, 
a pound of digestible nutrients would 
cost twice as much in sk im milk as in 
shorts. 
Experience shows that from 
a financial standpoint, the most eco­ 
nomical gains are made when sk im 
milk and grain are fed in the propor- 
ti!on of 3-4 to 1. But the trials show, 
from a physiological standpoint that 
less nutrients are required for a given 
gain when the ration consists of easily 
ligested foods. The conclusion seems 
warranted that the food requirements 
for maintenance and for production 
(milk or growth) depend not only 
upon the composition and digestibility 
of a ration but also upon the facility 
with which it is digested and assimi­ 
lated.

The fall calf must be k ept warm 
as well as be well fed. As soon as the

should be fed at an early age and 
some corn given daily as soon as the 
calf will eat it, especially if the own­ 
er is able to give other food rich in 
protem.

ABOUT CHURNING BUTTER. 
The temperature for churning de­ 
pends upon the time of year, weather, 
etc., and is from 50 to 56 degrees. 
A thermometer should be used in 
getting the cream into the right tem­ 
perature. A good butter mak er says 
he quits churning when the butter 
granulates, and the grains are the size 
of wheat grains aud are well separ- 
aCed from the milk . Draw off the but­ 
termilk through a strainer. Add wat­ 
er until the butter floats, the tem­ 
perature being about the same as that 
of the butter. 
Wash twice or until 
the 'Water runs off clear. 
Tak e the 
butter from the churn and spread it 
out to be work ed and salted. 
After 
the salt has been added work until 
the butter is well gathered and then 
let stand for an hour until the salt 
thoroughly dissolves. 
The proper amount of salt to use 
Is one ounce to every unwork ed pound 
of butter. It is best to always weigh 
the salt. 
Work the butter well to 
work out the excessive moisture, tho'- 
oughly mix the salt and give it 
a 
good body. Avoid overwork ing, as it 
will mak e it greasy, injuring the 
grain. The way to tell when to stop 
work ing is when the butter break s 
with a clean break , not when it pulls 
out in threads.—Indiana Farmer.

O LD E R T H A N R O M U LU S. 


Traces of a Great Ci ty on the Si te d 
Rome Before Roman Days. 
Information has been received from 
Rome of new archaeological discov­ 
eries on the Palatine Hill which tend 
to confirm by new evidence the hypo­ 
thesis advanced’ some years ago by 
Giacomo Boni, director of the Forum 
excavations, that a peoiple much more 
ancient than the earliest R<» mans so 
far recognized once occupied the sue 
of Rome. 
Signor BonI, who has successively 
uncovered vestiges of the empire, re­ 
public and k ingdom, has found along 
the Via Sacr^ tombs in the form of 
wells, with pottery, jewelry, amulets 
and sk eletons, which he ’relieves are 
of a people who lived much anterior 
to the Romans properly so called. 
Tbe discoveries have caused many 
controversies. 
The utmost admitted 
was that some people had occupied 
the territory prior to the time that 
Romulus and Remus are reputed to 
have founded the Eternal Oity. 
Re­ 
cently excavations of the Palatine Hill 
have brought to light sepulchres of 
great antiquity, apparently sustaining 
Signor Boni’s contentions. There are 
tombs in the form of wells lik e those 
of the Forum, and seemingly they be­ 
longed to the most primitive inhabi­ 
tants of the Palatine acropolis.

The man who is reg­ 
ular in his habits, eating at a regular 
hour, will, other things being equal, 
thrive best and be healthiest and 
strongest; and what is true of man 
In thiss regard is correspondingly true 
of the lower animals. 
A farmer can 
readily get into tbe habit of feeding 
his stock regularly and they will learn 
to expect It at a regular time and rest 
patiently until the next feeding period 
comes about. Experiments in this di­ 
rection would soon satisfy ‘he most 
doubting person of the truth of the 
value of regularity in feeding.—Bpito- 
mlst.

2-CEXT RAIL RATE OA.

T ic 2-c« ‘ii; fare law went into efftct 
on all railrojids in Illinois Monday morn- 
inR. 
Tlif Genera! I’as-icn'zcr Asso datioii 
and tbc Wesrcrn I’as-i* ng» *r Association, 
which include n**arly all lin»*.s iu the 
State, announced that the rale provided 
by the law will be effec-tive on all State 
traffic. 
Interstate rales now in effwt. 
however, will be maintained under the 
federal rate law until a new tariff has 
been j)ret)ared. 
The delay and litiga­ 
tion. so freely predicted at the time the 
law wa.s passed, will at least be delayetl 
as far as the railroads are concerned, 
until the new- rate has been tried for 
several months. 
It is sjiid that the offi­ 
cials of the various roads affecti*d by the 
law- have agreed to submit to the new 
rate for several months, aud then to car­ 
ry the law into the courts with a show- 
iDR of deficit, should there be any, that 
will support a plea that the 2-cent rate 
is a loss to the roads. There is a grain 
of comfort in the Illinois law to the rail­ 
roads, as it gives the companies the right 
to charge at a 3-cent rate where passen­ 
gers have neglected to purchase tick ets 
at stations that are open for the sale of 
tick ets at least half an hour before train 
time.

for the purpose of identification. “Morris 
and others did tbe train robbery,” adds 
Vaughan, “but this man Kline, w-ho w-as 
brouglit frora Chicago and plarad in the 
cell with me to be identified, w-as in no 
way connected w-ith the robbery, and if 
he is serving time in the p» ?nitentiary for 
thi.s offense he should be released, as he 
is an iimcK-ent man.” 
Kline and Morris 
had been arrested for connection with 
the train robbery— Kline being tak en in 
Illinois and Morris in St. Louis. Morris 
was k illed while attempting to escape. 
Kline was convicted of complicity in the 
robbery. 
Vaughan was crtslited with 
k now-ing the details of the crime. 


FIND Ml’CH GOLD ON GYPSIES. 


AllcKcd Chlclicn Thieve» at Spelnff" 
field Have $20,000 in Ca« h, 
Thousands of dollars in gold coin was 
discovered in the po.sse.ssion of a gypsy 
band arrested by deputy sheriffs.

$20, and filled several canvas bags con­ 
cealed in the wagons in which the band 
is traveling. 
It is estimated that one 
.sack alone contained upward of $10,(XK).

By **8troke” we mean the movement 
of the piston one way.

If pressu re is low and 
machine ru ns slower than 40 strokes 
per minu te, then machine ^ou ld be 
ru n iloDger than 10 minu tes for each 
tu b of clothes. Bu t consu mption of 
water In any case shou ld not be more 
than 30 gallons per tu b of clothes. 
Water which passes throu gh the 
motor shou ld be u sed for rinidng the 
clothes.
